ment, treasury department and post 
offlce department were established by 
law'under the constitution. The navy 
department, interior department iiud 
department of agriculture were estab- 
lished by act of congress as additions 
to the original establishment The state 
•Jepartment, established in 17S8, was 
at first called the department of for 
elgn affairs, the name subsequently be- 
ing changed by- congressional enact- 
ment The war department, organized 
the same -year, Also- had -jurisdiction 
orer naval affair*^ but in 17S9 a sepa 
rate department wag .authorized 'by 
congress. 


The postoffice department was * 


small affair In 1789,-and: the head of the' 
department jecelve4-flie munificent sal 
ary of $1,500 a .year. The interior de 
partment was established in 1849 and 
the, department of agriculture just for- 
ty years later. 


The measure creating the new de- 


partment provides that tlie new depart- 
ment of commerce shair embrace the 
lighthouse service bureau, national bu- 
reau of standards, coasl ami geodetic 
survey, bureau of immigration and "bu- 
reau of statistics from 'the treasury de- 
partment and -the—bureau of foreign 
commerce, the*ttrea»of labor, the fish 
commission and the census office from 
the department of state. To these will 
be «dded three new bureaus, to be 
known as the .bureau of manufactures, 
bureau of insurance and bureau of 
corporations. It Is the duty of the last 
bureau to gather and publish infonna 
tion concerning trusts engaged in infrr 
state and foreign commerce. It will

How They TJOW **Doc" Monroe. 


- The late protestations of loyalty to the 
Monroe doctrine coining from Berlin 
and London are very touching, particu- 
larly in view of the apparent fact that 
the Snndriogham conference which led 
to the Anglo-German-Ttahan alliance 
was primarily for the purpose of bowl- 
ing over, that doctrine. 


It is especially refreshing to observe 


the semiofllcial Vossisehe Zeitung tak- 
ing Ambassador von Sternburg to task 
for- his assurances of loyalty to the 
Monroe doctrine upon his arrival at our 
shores, on the ground that Germany is 
already and • repeatedly committed to 
that article of the American faith. 
Loyalty to the'doctrine, the Berlin or- 
gan avers, has become so commonplace 
a merit that "neither the German gov- 
ernment nor the German people are in- 
terested" in the matter. 


In England they wear their Monroe 


doctrine with a difference and more 
cheerfully. There the doctrine appears 
to be regarded as friendship's garland 
between the United States and the rest 
of the world, and if we may believe the 
outgivings of certain British statesmen 
it hi even dearer to them tlian to us. In 
one~x>f the happiest of hands across the! 
seas speeches the other day at Bir- 
mingham Mr. .T.~ Austen Chamberlam 
insisted that "'no nation more loyally 
accepted the Monroe doctrine than 
Great Britain." 


How very sweet! However, it would

behind the Monroe doctrine ships and 
guns and men to use them.

years. The United States determine 
each > ear's work for itself alone and 
yet it is getting on in comparatively 
good fashion, and its activity, at least 
for ibe past year, was the most im- 
posing showing made. 


France was engaged upon no fewer 


than 25 large vessels, a greater num- 
ber than any other nation had in hand 
Ot these S were battleships, with an 
aggregate tonnage of 122.S1S, and 1C 
were armored cruisers with a total of 
1G4.997 tons. 
Germany 
surpassed 


France in 
number 
of battleships, 


with 10, aggregating 
123,962 tons, 


though their average 
was 
smaller 


than France's, but she had in hand 
only four armored cruisers of 35,- 
548 tons. 
Russia was scrongest of 


the three in battleships, with 10, of

armored cruiser of 7800 tons. 
Italy 


came fourth on the list, with seven 
battleships of 89,974 tons, but only

000 tons more than that of Russia's 
wbich stood next in total weight. As 
compared with Germany, we were at 
work on three more ships tban she. 
and nearly 60,000 more tons. In bat- 
tleship constructioa, therefore. Amp- 
erica was easily 
pre-eminent. 
In 


armored cruisers we vastly surpassed 
all excepting France, to which coun- 
try we stood second in numbers and 
total tonnage, though we surpassed 
her in average tonnage.

we 


had 11 cruisers to ber 16, aggregat- 
ing 140,900 tons to her 154,997, but 
averaging 12,810 tons to ber 9625. It 
may well be contended that our 11 big 
cruisers are equal to her 16 smaller 
ones.

By the provisions of these prelimin- 


ary protocols, Venezuela makes 2 dis- 
tinct gains: The immediate raising 
of the blockade from which she has 
been' suffering and the return of all

vessels, 
war 
and 
merchant, 


which have been captured by the al- 
lied fleets.

When called on to answer to the 


taarcp, the ringleader. Eikoff, said: 


"I have known nothing but poverty 


and misery all my life. J was hardly 
twelve years old when I first felt the 
sting of Cossack knouts. I was then 
employed in a factory at Lodz at a 
wage of sixpence a week. When the 
men, 
who were also paid the same 


scale, asked for higher wages, the pro- 
prietor told the authorities that bis 
men were all revolutionists and asked 
for military aid to keep them in order. 


"Fifteen hundred Cossacks were im 


mediately sent The proprietor made 
them drunk and then turned them 
loose among the workmen on his prem- 
ises. The tesult was too awful for the 
human mind to imagine. I myself saw 
a young girl's eyes poked out-of their 
sockets. I was wounded and suffered 
from the effects of the injury for 
years afterward. That was my first 
experience of the benevolent govern 
ment of the czar, and since then I have 
had only too many more of the same 
kind." 


Another of the accused, named Sam- 


lin, said that ha had been sentenced to 
fifteen months' solitary 
confinement 


for organizing a society for the study 
of Russian literature, to two years' 
hard labor for having five books on 
socialism in his possession and to three 
years' hard labor on the mere suspicion 
of having sympathized with a revolu 
tionary agitation carried on in his disj 
trict. He said that the injustice that 
he had experienced had made him so 
desperate that be felt himself to be an j 
enemy of a government that tolerated 
such atrocities being practiced in itn j 
name. 
| 


At Saratoff the counsel for the d? 


fense declared thnt they fully sympa- 
thised with the political views of the 
accused. 
One of them declared that 


the government would do better to i 
erect schools than scaffolds, and an- 
other said that chance alone had pre- 
vented him from being in the dock by 
the side of the prisoners. The presid- 
ing judge sentenced six lawyers to six 
months' solitary confinement for con- 
tempt of court committed by utter- 
ances of this kind. 


One of the accused, Ochanina, made 


a long speech in defense of his position, 
saying: 


'•In Russia nine-tenths of the people 


are slowly starving, yet the govern- 
ment has no better remedy than to 
shoot down workmen and students by 
the hundred." 


At the climax of his speech Ochaniaa 


was overpowered by his feelings and 
fell back in a dead faint. 


Another prisoner, named Jemmofft 


shoiited at the top of his voice: 


"I despise you all. Do with me what 


you like. I am past daring .what be- 
comes of me, thanks to your system of 
misrule," 


The presiding judge ordered Jeffimoff 


to be removed, and he was dragged out 
of court struggling and shouting: 


'•Mr. President, you are nothing but 


the czar's flunky." 


Sentences varying from lifelong ex- 


ile in Siberia to two years' hard labor 
were passed- None of the accused was 
acquitted. Those banished to Siberia 
included nearly a hundred women apd 
several youths under eighteen years o£ 
age.

Milk nt*nsil» should be made of met- 


al and have all joints smoothly soldered 
•o there will be no teams where nlib 
may accumulate, eays Dairy and Cream- 
ery. Never allow them to become rough 
or rusty inside. Do not haul waste 
products, as skimimilk and whey, back 
to the farm from the butter or cbee«e 
factory in the same cans used lor dieHv- 
ering the mflk. Gee old can* for this 
purpose. Clean all dairy utenjilg by 
first thoroughly rinsing them in tepid 
water; then clean inside and ont with 
a brush aad hot water in which a 
cleansing material is dissolved; then 
rinse and lastly sterilize by boiling wa- 
ter or steam. Uie pure water only. 
After cleansing keep utensils, inverted, 
in pure air and sun, if possible, until 
wanted for use again. In this paper 
much is made of sunlight This i» be- 
cause it is a microbe destroyer. Th»y 
cannot live and flourish in the sunlight. 
Darkness is b'fe to them and disear* 
germs. Sunlight and the drought of a 
year ago last season destroyed nearly 
all the bog cholera germs in the corn 
and swine belt, and this season that 
disease it very rare there. The most 
dangerous and unwholesome room in 
the average dwelling house is the pan- 
lor, where it is kept darkened to keep - 
the carpet from fading or for some oth- 
er trifling matter. It just «warms with 
evil microbes of many kinds, as those 
of sore throat, a hacking cough, a slight 
fever, bowel troubles and numerous 
other ailments. "Sunlight for sweet- 
•ness." 


Car* In Milking. 


To milk a cow raprires time and pa- 


tience. The milk should be drawn slorr- 
ly and steadily. Some COWB have very 
tender teats, and if you want a •well 
disposed cow be gentle in your treat- 
ment of -her. A good cow is naturally 
impatient and does not like rough, hnu- 
dling. 


Consumption of Dairy Product*. 
The annual consumption of dairy 


products per person in the United, States 
is estimated to be 10 pounds 3 ounces 
of butter, 3 pounds 7 ounces .of cheese, 
1 pound 4 ounces of cream, 2 pounds 4 
ounces of condensed milk and 2'!7 
pounds 4 ounces of fresh milk. 


Bitter Milk. 
' ' 


A bitter condition in milk may b« 


induced by a variety of causes, but 
true fermentations that produce bitter 
products are the result mainly of bac- 
terial action, says Dr. H. L. Russell of 
the Wisconsin experiment station. Thts 
type of fermentation is caused by wide- 
ly different bacteria. The writer has 
Isolated a pure acid organism, one that 
soured milk without the production of 
any gaseous product, and yet milk im- 
pregnated with this organism develop- 
ed a taste as bitter as gall. Many of 
the digestive or peptonizing fermenta- 
tions develop bitter flavors. Whete 
butyric acid is formed in milk a bitter 
taste is often noticed. 


In heated milk especially bitter flat 


vors frequently occur. This condition 
arises from the fact that the heating 
process destroys the normal "lactic acid 
bacteria and as these bitter feimeut 
germs are usually spore bearing or- 
ganisms they are able to resist the 
heating process. Bitter milk or cream 
is sometimes noted in the winter. Some 
of the bacteria that are able to form 
bitter substances can grow at consider- 
ably lower temperature than the ordi- 
nary sour milk forms, and so, if milk 
is kept where it is near the freezing 
point, these bitter forming species de- 
velop more rapidly than the lactic spe- 
cies, thus giving the peculiar flavor to 
the milk. 
In some cases the bitter 


flavor in milk, unless it is too pro- 
nounced, disappears when the product 
is made up into butter or ohuese. 


Poultry on m. Dairy Farm. 


The dairyman who sells his butter 


fat to a creamery is in the best possi- 
ble position to make a flock of poultry 
profitable. 
There is nothing that is 


good to increase the flow of milk which 
is not also go6d to increase the produc- 
tion of eggs.. This is true of, clover hay, 
for the shatU-red leaves and heads 
make an excellent paslti-y feed in win- 
ter, taking the place of <:rass or othpr 
green feeds. 
Wheat, middlings, oats 


and corn are all grains that arc good 
for poultry, while a mess of finely 
chopped silage is as greatly relished by 
a flock of hens as it is by a herd rf 
cows. Then, too, the cows themselve* 
•furnish one of the best feeds for lay- 
ing hens. This i$ milk, which is a va»- 
uable egg food in any form. The Mis- 
souri experiment station says in dist 
cussing profitable ways of disposing of 
skimmilk: 


"Another way of disposing of the 


surplus skimmilk with profit is to feed 
it to the poultry. As a feed for poul- 
try it furnishes the material for mak- 
ing growth in a palatable, easily digest- 
ed form. For this reason it is easily 
valuable as an addition to the grain 
ration, which is liable to lack in the 
materials to make growth.
